Prior arts of record do not disclose a method for measuring a phase difference 
between first and second reflected polarized light components. The method comprises: 
separating from a reflected light signal a first mixed reflected polarized light signal 
component having a first phase and a second mixed reflected polarized light signal 
component having a different phase, wherein said first mixed reflected polarized light 
signal component and said second mixed reflected polarized light signal component 
comprise both P-polarized and S-polarized light relative to the plane of incidence of said 
reflected light signal; determining a difference in phase between said first and second 
mixed reflected polarized light signal components which structurally arranged and 
functionally operated as claimed in claims 1,14,31,42.
